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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-18 as amended are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the original claims are drawn to a method of 
trimming, while the claims as amended are drawn to a method of coupling a stent to a balloon. 
These are two unrelated inventions. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, 
this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 1-18 as amended are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention.
